people, who are not in close touch with 
large affairs in other communities, are 
skeptical over the outcome.” 
As to “the absurdity of some of the 
false reports” in connection with the 
new hotel building, the speaker said 
he was “confidentially” informed that 
the hotel management had changed 
its plans for a theatre, store rooms 
and ball room on the first floor and 
mild turn it into a garage. 
“Imagine a successful hotel man­ 
agement putting a noisy garage di­ 
rectly beneath modern hotel 
rooms 
where quiet is a prime requisite to 
.success of the main enterprise,” the 
speaker said. 
The speaker deprecated tho fallacy 
that building construction work can 
be done only in the spring and sum­ 
mer. 
“The fact that the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg annex is being built in mid­ 
winter, when there is plenty of skilled 
labor available and prices are prob­ 
ably lower because of the lack of de­ 
mand, demonstrates
